FIRE STARTS SMALL PANICS | 


Jail Prisoners, Alarmed by Blaze, 
Clamor to Be Liberated. 


BURST LAMP SCARES CROWD. 


® ~ 
Flames Do $100,000 Damage in Build- 
ing in Michigan Street, 


Two incipient panics were started fifteen 
minutes after midnight through a fire in the 
building at 9 and 11 West Michigan street. 
Prisoners at the county jail became fright- 
ened when they saw the fire through the bar- 
red windows of the building and begged the 
jailers to let them out, while the thousands of 


Saturday night revelers in the street became 
momentarily panic stricken when an acety- 


lene lamp used by the firemen exploded. 

The guards in the jail quieted the prisoners 
and twenty policemen from Chicago avenue 
police station prevented the crowd in the 
street from trampling upon one another in 
their fright. 

The damage caueced by the biase was 
roughly estimated at $100,000. The building, 
which is a five story brick structure, was 
burned through from basement to roof, but 
the walle were left standing. The property 
is owned by M. Vemeyer and is one of the 
first brick structures erected after the Chi- 
cago fire. : 

Firemen Overcome by Smoke. 

The first floor wag occupied by the S&tand- 
ard-Gillett Light company, which had a large 
‘amount of gasoline and other inflammebie 

materials in the rear of the building and in 
the basement. The front part of the baee- 
ment was stored with chemicais owned by 
Innis, Speiden & Co., manufacturers of olls 
and dyes, who oocupied the second floor. The 
third floor was occupied by the Maasey Vise 
company. The upper two floors were used 
by the Champlin- Yardbey company, paper 
manufacturers. 

The fierce heat of the flames and the dense 
smoke drove the firemen back from the build- 
ing again and again, but the freboat Graeme 
Stewart-answered the alarm and poured such 
& volume of water on the blaze that within 
an hour the fire was under control.

After disaster, inquiry! 

Gov. Deneen, informed at Springfield of the 
tragedy of the Cherry mine, set on foot im- 
mediately the state's investigation into the 
cause and responsibility of the horror. 

Three separate official bodies will be at the 
work before night. 

Of these, the one with widest scope will be 
that of the new mining commission, author- 
ized by the legisiature to investigate 
conditions in mines of IiMnois. 

The other ‘nice bodies that were called on 
by the governor to go to the front and do their 
part in determining where responsibility lay 
were the state mine examiners, ten in num- 
ber, and the state board of iabor. 

Secretary Ross of the labor board, after a 
talk with the governor, was told to report 
at Cherry todey. Hurried messages also were 
sent to the mine examiners, ordering them to 
Cherry inetantly. 


Need: of Relief Urgent. 

Officialdom goneéded last night that never 
was need shown to be greater. The families

The law became effective July 1, but the 
commission was not named by Gov.

LAKE VESSEL STRIKES REEF; 


CREW OF 25 NOW IN PERIL. 


Two Men Make Lone Voyage in Open 
Boat During Blizzard in Attempt to 
Bring Aid. 


Duluth, Minn., Nov. 18+-With a crew of 
twenty-five men on board, the steamer James 
Hoyt of Duluth lies on a reef twenty miles 
northeast of Bayfield. in imminent danger of 
going to pieces in the heavy sea which is 
raging. The: boat Mes with tte prow three 
feet out of the water on the rocky ledge and 
is helpless in the waves, which are beating 
broadside over her. 

The Wolvin Steamship company of this city, 
to whose lines the boat belongs, has organized 
a wrecking crew, which left Bayfield In the 
tug Helm, under command of Capt. Joseph 
Kidd, tonight to go to the ald of the veseel. 

Two boats, the Bayfield and Bennet, which 
started to the assistance of the: Hoyt, were 
unable to make headway in the bilazard and 
were compelled to put back to port. 

News of the disaster was brought by First 


Mate William Chamberlain of Duluth, who. 


with one of the crew managed to reach Red 
Cliff. a point three miles north of Bayfield, at 
5 o'clock this afternoon after battling with 
the waves for thirteen hours in one of the 
small boats of the Hoyt. 

They struggled to make headway with the 
oars, but were forced to improvise a sail, with 
which they managed to traverse about eight- 
een miles from the wreck and were sighted 
by and taken aboard a lumber boat. 

They were utterly exhausted by exposure 
and the struggle to keep their frall craft 
afloat. According to their story the Hoyt 
and the remainder of the men have litile 
chance of escape, : ;

PARTY FROM BOSTON EXPECTS 
CRYPT TO SHOW BACON PRINCE 


Armed with Cipher, Searchers Seek 
Buried Library They Think May 
Revolutionize English History. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 13.-—-[Special:]—Pre- 
pared to. follow the minute directions of a 
cipher of Lord Bacon's writings, which as- 
sumes to establish Bacon's claim to the au- 
thership of plays and histories that will 
change the entire character of English lit- 
erary history, a party of learned Boston men 
and women now is near the ‘spot where 
Bacon's literary. and original manuscripts 
are buried. A cable at any moment may 
flash the confirmation of their discovery to a 


waiting worid. 

In this ‘party are Dr. Orville W. Iwen of 
Detroit, a Baconian scholar; Dr. W. 8. Pres- 
cott and John Dane of Boston, Mrs, Prescott 
and Mrs. M. L. Belches, well known in this 
city. 

Already by following the instructions of 
the cipher the party has found the secret 
chamber in Baccn's castle which, according 
th the cipher, leads to the river and thence to 
the cliff where Bacon's library, consisting 
of manuscripts and books, has been con- 
cealed from the world for nearly 300 years. 

So minute were the directions and so iden- 
tical were the surroundings that the party 
found the ‘Wasp hill ’’ mentioned by Bacon, 
and everything exactly as described in the 
scholar’s writings, , 

In a cave on the side of this hill and bor- 
dering om the river they found the ledge on 
the face of a cliff accessible only at cer- 
tain sides. The cave, oak tree, cliff, and 
other landmarks were found just as they had 
been described in the cipher. 

The party, by placing a forty foot ladder 
on the ledge, ascended the face of the cliff. 
There was found a piece of red mortar like 
that described by Bacon. The searchers 
have begun té dig down to the cave where 
Hes the library of Bacon. . 

The party expects to find there buried 
Bacon's Mbrary, which, it 1s expected, will 

prove thet Queen Elizabeth, known as the 
virgin queen, Was a much married woman, 
that Bacon was her son, and that he had a 
brother in John Dudley, the earl of Essex, 
who was ordered put to death by his mother 
for daring to claim his birthright.

It was not by reason of his “ scoops,”’ nota- 
ble though they were, that “* Raymond ” 
came to fill the large place he did in the public 
estimation. He won that through his breadth 
of knowledge, his fairness, his candor, and 
the accuracy of his statements. That was 
why his letters became authoritative. If 
* Raymond "’ said so it was sure to be so. 

The readers of Tum TRIBUNE, who looked 
for his jetters with eagerness, might some- 
times disagree with his views, but they never 
questioned his facts. 


Grasp of Political Affairs. 

He had an intimate acquaintance with po- 
litical affairs and the men in politics: Thanks 
to that, and to his perception of popular senti- 
ment, he was an unusual political prog- 
nosticator. After he had felt the pulse of 
the country prior to an important election 
ite results were a verification of his predic- 
tions. He had strong political convictions, 
but he never let them sway his judgment. 

He was much more than a recorder of po- 
litical events. He was the advocate of great 
causes. He did more than any one else to 
awaken the American public to the need 
of providing the country with an adequate 
coast defense. Through Tus Trisune he 
aided in the creation of public sentiment in 
the middle west for the upbullding of the 
navy. 


Student of Social Conditions. 

As a thorough and conscientious investiga- 
tor of social conditione and problems, he 
gained a high reputation. Hi~ rcports upon 
the condition of negroes in the south and on 
municipal ownership in Europe were models 
of research. The former preceded by years 
the magazine investigations. Slipshod work 
was impossible for him. 

He took no hearsay statements, but went 
always to the fountain head for his informa- 
tion. The same thoroughness distinguished 
his treatment of financial questions. 

He exemplified that when he detected and 
criticised the defects and inadequate char- 
acter of the original Aldrich emergency cur- 
rency plan of 1908 and of the harmful char- 
acter of the Fowler measure. 

His letters, published in these columns 
within the last month about the currency 
question and a central bank, were full of 
laboriously collected information. 

As recently as the present week he under- 
took with enthusiasm an inquiry into the 
status of the Chicago river and the Chicago 
harbor, and the first and second lettera—the 
last also, as it proved-—of this series were 
published in Tux Trizuns last Tuesday and 
Wednesday mornings. This was the last 
work he did. 


Veteran at Conventions. 

Not the least conspicuous of his achieve- 
ments was the work of “ Raymond” in re- 
porting national conventions of the two great 
political parties. Among the journalistic fig- 
ures that dominated these nation-wide gather- 
ings he was a veteran. He was prébent when 


| Garfield was named in 1880 as the candidate, 


of the Republican party. He witnessed the 
nomination in the same year of Gen. Hancock 
by. the Democrats. Four years later he de- 
ascribed the events surrounding the nomina- 
tion of Cleveland and Blaine. 

In 1888 he attended the conventions which 
made Cleveland and Harrison the atic 
and Republican candidates. He covered the 
corventions of 1802, which made Cleveland 
and Harrison again the candidates of the 
two parties. When McKinley and Bryan 
were selected as the leaders for the cam- 
paign of 1896 “ Raymond "’ was on the ground 
to report the nominations and the ciroum- 
stances whiéh led up to them. He was at 
Philadelphia in 1900 when McKinley was re- 
nominated. 


At Recent National Gatherings. 

In 1004 he wee at St. Louls when Parker 
was named by the Democratsand at Chicago 
when Roosevelt was nominated. In 1008 both 
the Republican convention in Chicago that 
nominated Taft and the Democratic conven- 
tion in Denver that nominated Bryan saw 
* Raymond” at the head of Tup Trisuns 
forces covering the news of the gatherings. 
A thorough analysis of the public services 
and the qualifications of Mr. Taft for the 
presidency was prepared by Mr. Patterson 
during the last campaign and published in 
Tue TRrpune shortly beforetheelection. Its 
tone was admirably fair. It was printed 
later in pamphlet form and hundreds of thou- 
sands of copies in this form were distributed 
throughout the country. 

Many men of prominence in their day have 
represented American newspapers at the 
national capital. None of them won @ na- 
tional reputation In so short a time and main- 
tained it for so many years as “ Raymond.” 
He wae publicist as well as correspondent, 
and in both roles he was a great popular 
educator. 

Mr. Patterson was one of the oldest of the 
members of the fanous Gridiron club. of 
Washington. 

The readers of Tur TRIBUNE will unite with 
his associates and the public men who re- 
spected and liked him in deploring his un- 
timely death.

Mr. Roosevelt had nothing whatever to do, 
even in the remotest way, with inspiring any 
of his friends to make any move hostile to 
Mr, Taft. 

They regarded what was being donemerely 
as the work of a number of zealous individ- 
uale who had been close to the ex-president 
and who were anxious to have him return to 
power. 


Saw Evidence of Collusion? 

They claimed to find sufficient evidence to 
indicate collusion in discrediting men asso- 
ciated with Mr. Taft and they could only see 
in this siruation an effort to prevent the re- 
nomination and the reé#lection of the presi- 
dent and the creation of public sentiment 
which would demand that Mr. Roosevelt 
should once more serve the people in the 
White house. 

There ie not the slightest reason to believe 
that Mr. Roosevelt has any knowledge what- 
soever of any activity on the part of men 
with whom he was associated in the interest 
of-his resumption of power. Those aware 
of his state of mind before his departure 
realize that he wanted above everything else 
the execution of the policies he had initiated. 
He believed Mr. Taft to be the man best qual- 
ified to carry on these policies and to round 
them out. He knew the difference in tem- 
perament between himself and Mr. Taft. He 
did not expect the latter to enjoy the office 
and the struggles attached thereto as much 
as he enjoyed it and them. But he did have 
the fullest confidenc® in the ability of his 
successor to discharge the difficult tasks he 
transferred to him. 

It is the claim of men in the administration 
of Mr. Taft that some Roosevelt adherents 
object to the difference in the method of the 
present administration and that they are 
showing their resentment by embarrassing 
the new government. I have made. careful 
inquiry among the men close to Mr. Roosevelt 
and ‘I have failed to find any other disposi- 
tion than an earnest purpose to do everything 
in thelr power to ald Mr. Taft in carrying out 
the policies his predecessor inaugurated and 
which he pledged himself to observe. 


Pinchot-Ballinger Affair. 

This is true especially of Gifford Pinchot, 
chief forester. Mr. Pinchot unfortunately 
has come in sharp conflict with Secretary 
Ballinger, due originaly to the latter’s revo- 
cation of certain orders iesued by the last 
administration respecting water power sites. 
There is no doubt that Mr. Ballinger, in his 
administration of the interior department, 
has sought to apply the law agit stands. It 
was Mr. Roosevelt's theory that if there were 
no legal obstacles in the way and the public 
need justified it the government properly 
coul@ act. It is the theory of the present 
secretary of the interior that the duty of a 
government officer is to enforce the law as it 
stands and not go beyond its plain authoriza- 
tion. ° 

This also is the view that President Taft 
holds. Such an attitude is natural to men 
who have been trained in law and who be- 
lieve that when a condition exists requiring 
new legal safeguards congress should be 
called upon to supply them, and when they 
are obtained then the executive is In a posi- 
tion to take action. In a speech he delivered 
at Macon, Ga., Mr. Taft spoke of the wisdom 
pnd necessity of following the law as it is. 

* 7 know,” he said, “* that sometimes, in the 
gest and enthusiasm of reform, there is an 
impatience with legal limitations and stat- 
utes that seem to be directed against that 
reform or to prevent its immediate accom- 
plishment, such as to lead us to disregard it 
or to ignore it. I do not think, and I am 
sure you will agree with me, it is the best way 
of getting rid of a legal interpretation that 
interferes wtih progress. 


First Thing, Change the Law. 

“The best way is to have the people un- 
derstand: that the Nmitation ought to be 
removed and that: the statutes of our gov- 
eruament ought to cenform, so far as may be, 
to our highest ideals and ambitions, but that 
the first thing that we have got to do after 
arousing the people to the necessity of the 
change is to change the law and not rely on 
the executive himself to ignore the statutes 
and follow a law unto himself because ii is 
supposed to be the law of higher morality. 

“If you depart in any way from the law as 
it ils. you enter upon a path by which, while 
entirely certain for one issue in your mind 
with respect to the higher moral aim of 
your own soul and that of your fellow citi- 
zens, you are, nevertheless, being led into a 
wilderness from which you cannot subse- 
quently guide your steps. Therefore let us 
first make the lawe to accord to our desires 
ané ambitions and then follow them.” 
. In making these observations there was no 
intention on the part of Mr. Taft to criticise 
the procedure of his predecesser, but merely 
to express the thought In hie mind developed 
by his judicial temperament and training. 

Political Situation Not Good. 

The truth of the matter is that the political 
situation at the present time is not good. 
This ia responsible for a search for “ mo- 
tives,”” and some administration officials in a 
zealous attempt to fix responsibility are in- 
spiring statements which it is generally real- 
ized are doing no good to Mr. Taft and are 
placing Mr. Roosevelt in an wnenviable light.

Who are these people of southeastern Fu- 
rope?

And then there are the 
Hebrews. What do all these people think 
about? What are their conceptions of de- 
ecency, cleanliness, honor, disgrace, virture 
business ethics, honesty. ‘work, and of the 
home, family, marriage and divorce, and of 
amusements, sports, and fun, and of loyalty 
to church, state, and party? Why do they go 
to America? What do they propose to do 
when they get there? These are some of 
the questions I shall try to answer. 


Other Vital Questions. 


And the answer may assist us in formulat- 
ing an answer to certain other vital ques- 
tions: Do we wantmoreofthem? What are 
we doing for those who have already come? 
What are they doing to us? And do we let 
them in by the right gate? Close the port 
of New York for ten years: would that alter 
conditions which now seem insufferable? Is 
the presence of these mililons of aliens from 
far away Europe &@ menace to American in. 
stitutions? 

As I travel, I propose to follow a plan, and . 

first I shall wander about through Austria 
and Hungary. AsIam directly Interested in 
the people, I shall take them in groups which 
have a common bond of language.

I shall visit the Magyars first; then those 
small groups in Hungary which are related to 
or intimately associated with the Magyars, 
such are the Szeklers, Germans, and Saxons:

the Moldo-Wallachians; then the two great 
Slavonic groups; the southern Slavs, com- 
prising the Slovens, the Serbo-Croats, and the 
Bulgarians; and the northern Slavs, compris- 
ing the Slovaks, the Ruthenians, the Czechs, 
and the Poles; finally the Hebrews. 


Review of General Principles. 


But before actually and deliberately begin. 
ning the process of observation, it seems nec- 
essary to consider briefly certain great ques- 
tions of more or less universal interest and 
application; without such a preliminary re- 
view of ceneral principles we shall always be 
traveling without guide or aim. These ques- 
tions categorically stated are: The house 
of Hapsburg. race, language, culture, the 
past.

Says Governor. Must Oust Sheriff. 

According to State’s Attorney Alexander 
Wilson the state law makes it mandatory 
for Gov. Deneen to declare the sheriff's of- 
fice here vacant ard instruct Coroner James 
McManus te succeed Sheriff Davis: 

“The law provides,” he said, “ that when 
@& man is taken from a jail-or the possession 
of the sheriff and lynched by a mob the gov- 
ernor of the state must meke a declaration 
or proclamation declaring the office vacant. 
The sheriff has ten days from the time of date 
of the commission of the crime to set up a 
defense. If he can shew to.the governor's 
satisfaction that he took every possible pre- 
caution to save his prisoner from the hands 
of the mob the governor may issue a new 
commission to him and he again may take 
charge of the office. 

“The defense made by the sheriff must be 
at a public hearing ordered by the governor 
and attended by the attorney general and 
the state’s attorney of the county in which 
the lynching is committed.” 

Coroner McManus tonight had not received 
any word from Gov. Deneen, and Sheriff 
Davis said he had heard nothing of any 
declaration. 

“Tam reedy to show that I took al) pre- 
caution to save James from the mob. as well 
as the accused wife murderer, Salgner,’’ the 
sheriff said. “I do not believe any” one 
could have kept the infuriated citizens from 
dealing death to the pair. The presence of 
troops Was the only thing that prevented a 
like fate from overtaking Alexander.” 


Salzner’s Father to Sue City. 

Tt has developed that Willi¢m Saizner, the 
father of the white man who was lynched, 
ix taking steps to sue the city of Cairo for 
$5.000 for the two babies of Saigner. The 
older is only 8 years old, and the other 1 
year old. The action is to be taken under 
a state law which provides that the wifes 
or heire of a man lynched Dy &@ mob may sue 
the city or county in which the crime oc- 
curred and up*n showing that the lynching 
was done, recover from the county dam- 
ages In the sum- of $5000. State's Attorney 
Wiison. when asked for his opinidn concern- 
tng this statute, eaxld there was no defense 
that the city could set up and that it would 
be certain that the city would have to pay 
damages. So far as is known the negro James 
hae no-living heirs. or wife. 

Cairo citizens laugh at reports that the 
lynchings are to be investigated and the gull- 
ty leaders of the mob punished. As an indi- 
“ation of the feeling of perfect security that 
prevails flashlight photographs of the lynch- 
ing of James are in general circulation and 


offered for sale in Cairo. Faces of men and 
women in the act of stringing up the accused 
negro are £0 plainly indicated that itis pos- 
sible to identify them. Men diso talk freely 
of being on the. scene and hundreds of seif- 
confessed witnesses easily can be obtained 
by the authorities if they really desire to 
investigate and punish the ofienders 


Investigation Is Promised. 

Mayor George Parsons, Chief of Police 
Mark 8. Egan, and State's Attorney Wilson 
all say there will be an investigation and tha’ 
evidence against the mob leaders is now 
being collected. The state's attorney, how- 
ever. is Gublous as to any one ever being 
punished for the crimes of Thursday night. 
One other Iynching which occurred in Alex- 
ander county seVenh yéats ago, in the village 
of Thebes, wes Investigated, by no jess than 
three special grand juries, according to the 
records, and some 300 or 400 witnesses were 
examined.

The convention also ivrenkae record today

During 
thé next few days the efforts of the cOnven- 
tion and its committees will be directed to- 
ward adjusting amicably and egettling on a 
permanent basis the nuirerovs jurisdictiona! 
disputes, secegs‘onist movements, and dis- 
sensiona now rife in the ranke of the affiliated 
anions, 


Electric Wished Row Serious. 

The most serious of these is the row in the 
Eniernational. Brotherhood .of Electrical 
Workers, wich is split into two factions. the 
larger of which is shut out from par*icipation 
inthe convention on the theory of “ insubor- 
dination ” and of being a secessionist body. 
This fight is scheduled to come before the 
convention next week. and it promises to test 
the streng'h of the federation and its abilliy 
to hold fits forces together. 

The socialists, while they have pledged 
themeelvyes to support Gompers for reélection 
on account of the jail sentences hanging 
over the heed of the labor chief and his two 
colleagues, Vice President Mitchell and Sec- 
retary Morrieon. are determined to put up a 
fight in behalf of the secessionis: faction the 
president of which {s J, J. Reed of Erie, Pa., 
a socialist. 

Lively iilts occurred over a resolution di- 
recting the executive counell to create a 
gational defense fund to be drawn upop by 
affiliated unions in times of strikes and in- 
dusirial warfare and one deploring the ex- 
perditure of public money for war purposes. 
Both resolutions were nonconcurred in by the 
committee, and while the “ national defengee 
fund” plan wae deferted by the adoption of 
the committee's’ repgrt. the “ war” resolu- 
tion was referred back to the commitiee for 
further consideration and a new report. 


Gompers Surprised. at Report. 

A few of the delegates. including Congrees- 
man Wilson of Penneylvania. representing 
the United Mineworkers of America. epoke 
in favor of the stand teken by the commit‘ ce 
on the anii-militarist resolution, but the ma- 
jority expressed themselves in favor of the 
resolution and declared tha: the adoption of 
the committee's report would be tantamount 
to placing the federation on record by in- 
direction as favoring war and militarism. 

Presidént Gompers himself was surprised 
at the commitiee’s report, he taking the po- 
sition that ite adcption would be inconsistent 
with the anti-militarist expressions of the 
Canadian trades and lebor congrees and cther 
labor conventions throughovt the world. 

On the question of creating a national de- 
fense fund for strike purposes Chairman 
Duncan explained that this was a matter 
which involved the changing of the funda- 
mental principles on which the federation 
was founded—that of absolute autonomy of 
all affiliated bodics—and that the federation 
was not an organization designed to handle 
the finances of any of Its constituent unions. 


Asks Civil Service Amendment. 

A resolution asking that the federal civii 
service act be amended to give al] pcstal and 
other civil service eniployés the right of 
“free speech and freedom of press,’ and 
the right to “ petition congrese for a redress 
of grievances" against arbitrary rules issued 
by department officials wag referred to the 
executive council] to be taken «wp with the 
members of congress in Washington. 

President Gompers was instructed to select 
a committee of (hree members each year for 
the purpose of making recommendations :o 
the president of the United States respecting 
candidates fur federal judicial honors.

MINCE Pi “WORKS” BXPOSED 


Sand, Dirt, Leaves Twigs, Strings 
and Wormy Apples Are Used. 


FOUND BY FOOD INSPECTOR. 


Nearly 2.000 Pounds of Partly De- 
cayed Fruit Are Condemned. 


Chicago’s chief food inspector has been en- 
deavoring to solve the ages old mystery of 
mince pie. His findings are not comforting 
to the victimes of the pie habit. In the health 
department bulletin for the week ended yes- 
terday noon he says: 

“A number of mincemeat factories were 
inspected during the week and many were 
found in very bad condition. Floors and 
utensils were filthy and those engaged in the 
handling of the product were wearing un- 
clean clothes. 

“The dry apples used for the making of 
some of the mincemeat were badly mixed 
with dirt. In one instance as much as 4 per 
cent of sand and dirt and 6 per cent of leaves, 
twigs, and strings were contained in the 
Aupply of dried apples used in the manufac- 
ture of mincemeat.. Many of the apples were 
partly decayed before drying and it was ob- 
served that the coring and cutting out of 
wormy parts of apples were improperly per- 
formed. Nearly 2,000 pounds of such apples 
were condemned by the inspector and held 
for further investigation.’’ 


Fruit Dealers Are Fined. 


During the week fifty-three owners of fruit 
stands in the loop district were tried in the 
Municipal court. Forty pleaded guilty to the 
offense of exposing fruits on stands and 
sidewalks to the dust and flies during the 
summer months and were fined costs to the 
amount of $7.75 im each instance.’ They 
agreed hereafter to keep all fruits and other 
foodstuffs two feet above the sidewalk and 


to keep all candies, confectionery, bakery” 


goods, dates, figs, and other dried frufts in 
glass cases. The other cases were contin- 
ued and will come to trial on Novy. 23. 

The health department has persistently 
maintained that the manner of exposing fruit 
and confectionery for sale in the loop dis- 
trict, upon the main thoroughfares of the 
city, is absolutely -insanitary and dangerous 
to health. In many instances the streets have 
been torn up and dirt and dust have collected 
in boxes of grapes, strawberries, etc,, soiling 
them in such a manner as to render them un- 
wholesome. 

Half the Deaths Preventable. 

Of the 504 deaths reported last week nearly 
560 per cent were caused by preventable 
diseases, 172 were attributable chiefly to 
diseases caused by impure air, and 48 the re- 
sult of using impure water or impure food. 

The new cases of tuberculosis developed in 
each 100,000 ofthe population during the 
first nine months of the current year: were 
distributed as follows: 

Business and factory wards, containing many

‘RAYMOND PATTERSON. 

Yesterday morning there died in Wash- 
ington the dean, the head of the corps 
of American political correspondents. 
But he was more than that... He was a 
delegaté at large at the capital for ha'f 
a dozen states. He was a journalistic 
ambassador accredited to the government 
at Washington not only by the con- 
stituency which followed him and which 
supported him through Tue Trisune, 
but by an even wider constituency, which 
found his opinions reflected in the col- 
umns of hundreds of other newspapers 
throughout the. country. 

From the time, fifteen years ago, when 
Raymond first went to Washington in 
the energy of hig young manhood and 
wrapped in the serious purpose ‘with 
which he undertook his rea! life’s work, 
until the day when he laid down his pen 
in the fullness of his power, he chal- 
lenged attention. He asked odds of no 
man and gave them to many. He. was 
an indefatigable student and tireless in 
his labor for the people—fearless and 
fair, unprejudiced by personal animosi- 
ties, and untempted by opportunities for 
political preferment. His ideal was 
single—to tell the truth as he found it 
and to give the opinion his clear reason 
formed. ; 

He had been the friend and diviser of 
three Republican presidents. He enjoyed 
the confidence of statesmen, who sought 
his opinion and weighed it against their 
own. He was at once a spokesman and 
a critic of Tue Trrevunr's opinions and 
policies. So great was his. authority and 
so high Tue Trisune’s opinion of him 
that if his view differed from that of the 
paper he voiced it with a rare inde- 
pendence which commanded the respect 
of its editors or confirmed and encour- 
aged them in their views on .political 
and socia! and economic questions. 

Raymond Patterson was a journalist 
by election and was confirmed in his pro- 
fession by his seal. His work added 
credit to his calling and his faith in his 
work bound him to it with ties which 
nothing but death could loose. 

If he had phrased his rule of conduct, 
if he had defined his purpose in his treat- 
ment of men and measures, it would have 
been in an expression of hope that his 
life’s work would be a fulfilhment—as it 
was—of the words of Hamlet: 

* Report me. and my cause aright.” 


CONTROL IN COLLEGES. 

The synod vote which determined that 
$60,000 should be raised for the construc- 
tion at the University of Illinois of a 
guild hall, to be the center of Presby- 
terian activity in that seat of learning, af- 
fords a good illustration of the changing 
thought in coHege communities regarding 
the student life. In the search for large 
endowments anc for lecture halls, labora- 
tories, museums, and libraries American 
colleges have been neglecting the interests 
ot the individual. The state institutions 
have been the greatest offenders, but the 
fault has been noticed everywhere. The 


popularity because its need is clearly rec- 
ognized by parents and by university au- 
thorities alike. 

Every feature making toward commn- 
nity life is a distinct gain to a college. 
There is an evident tendency now to em- 
phasize the desirability of residence in 
the college dormitories, as opposed to the 
heusing of students in private homes, in 
private dormitories, in fraternity or club 
houses. Democratic Yale is rejoicing in 
the fact that all but 273 of its 1,238 stu- 
dents in the academic department now 
live in campus dormitories. Northwest- 
ern’s proposition that it will assist fra- 
ternities to build chapter houses on the 
campus near the other dormitories is 
right in line with the “action of Brown, 
Célby, and Kenyon in renting sections of 
dormitories to the fraternities on satisfac- 
tory terms. The student body is kept 
together, collége democracy -is preserved, 
organizations objectionable: under some 
circumstances. are mdde efficient codper- 
ating factors in the college community 
to which the administrative officers know 
they can turn with confidence for. assist- 
ance and support.

Political. eloquence in the Sixth con- 
gressional district has a metallic, clinking 
sound.

THE MARRIAGE OF COOKERY AND 
MUSIC. -— 

It te related that-a clergyman stopping 
overnight’ at the home of a parishioner 
was highly pleased on awakening next

“ Néarer, My God, to Thee ” while pre- 


paring the breakfast. On complimenting 
the ‘lady for her piety she explained by 
saying: “O, 1 always sing that when I 
boil eggs. Two. verses for soft and five 
for hard.” The hitherto unsuspected re- 
lation of music to cookery has been em- 
phasized by the ‘nrembers of the Men- 
delssohn club of Rockford, in this state, 
in compiling “ The Mendelssohn Club 
Cook Book,” a work which deserves a 
place midway between the gas range and 
the upright piano, without which no mod- 
ern home is complete.

The members 
of the club. divide their attention between 
their domestic’ affairs and their study of 
the great composer whose name is given 
to their organization. They have found 
that in proportion to their success in the 
kitchen was their progress in and under- 
standing of good music, and as they came 


to comprehend harmony and counterpoint

tt was ‘theotab the duke of Fife, a boyhood friend 
of King Edward; that Farquhar became intimate with 
the latter. This friendship’ was all to the advantege 
of* the king. For on Queen Victoria's death Horace 
Farquhar, ‘who had been raised by her to the peerage 
in 1898, having previously seen created @ baronet, as- 
sumed charge of the finances of Edward VII., and by 
clever financing and businesslike. arrangements pro- 
vided for the settlement of all the obligations the new 
sovereign had contracted during his forty years of 
social rule in England’ as heir apparent. Every body 


‘had expected that when the king came to the throne 


an application would be made to parliament to pay the 
‘Jarge debts it was understood he had contracted as 
prince of Wales.: Nor would the ave been much 
opposition to the granting of a @emand of this kind. 

For it was .acknowledged by people of every political 
dénomination that during Queen Victoria’s four decades 
of ‘widowhood her eldest son had been compelled to 
fulfill-in her place all the more ornamental and social 
duties of sovereignty without having the means to do 
so. Thanks to Lord Farquhar’s financiering, the king 
was placed in a position to intimate that no applica- 
tion need be made to parliament for any grant beyond 
the ordinary civi! list, and that there were no obliga- 
tions of his that the nation would be called upon to 
séttle. This, of course, was a most agreeable surprise 
to the people, and added largely to the popularity of 
the new ruler, who was thus able, thanks to Lord Far- * 
quhar, to commence his reign under the happtest 
auspices. 

Subsequently Lord Farquhar, at the pressing request 
of the king, took charge of the entire management of 
the royal household as its master. He reorganized it 
from one end to the*other, in the most radical fashion, 
putting an é¢nd with a merciless hand to the thousands 
of abuses which had crept into existence after the 
death of that well nigh equally clever business man, 
the late Prince’ Consort, in. 1861. 

> 


Thanks to these reforms, inaugurated by Lord Farqu- 
har, in his capacity as master of the household, the 
expenses of the English court are much smaller than 
in the reign of Queen Victorna, wheréas the magnificence 
is jmmeasurably greater; in fact, King Edward gets 
about four times more for his money than did his 
revered mother—al) this, thanks to Lord Farquhar. 
When he had completed his work Lord Farquhar aban- 
doned the mastership of the household to his deputy, 
Col. Sir Charles Frederick, whom he himself had 
trained, but still remains connected with the entourage 
of the king as one of the latter’s permanent lords in 
waiting. Lord Farquhar is generally understood to 
possess an interest in the business of Sir Ernest Cassel, 
who, with Lord Esher, was associated with him in the 
reorganigation of Edward VII.'s finances. 

Lady Farquhar is as great a favorite with Queen 
Alexandra as her “husband is with the king, and when 
last summer the queen's eldest grandchild, Princess 
Alexandra, daughter of the Princess Royal, made her 
debut, it was at a bali given. by Lady Farquhar, at 
which the entire royal family was present. Lady Far- 
quhar was the daughter of Col. Henry Packe of the 
Grenadier Guards, who had a place in Norfolk. When 
young she made a love match with Edward Scott, a 
bank clerk, whose income consisted of his salary of 
about $1,500 a year, and who was employed in the bank 
of which his uncle, Samuel Scott, was the chief part- 
ner. Samuel Scott was a queer, crusty, tight-fisted old 
bachelor, who had given his nephew to understand that 


he could not expect any favors from him. He, how- ' 


ever, took a fancy to his nephew’s wife, and when he 
died four years later, it was found that he had left 
his entire fortune to the young couple. 

> 


The one thorn in the side of the happiness of Edward 
Scott and his wife was constituted by the former's elder 
brother, Sir Claude Scott, and his altogether impossi- 
ble wife. Sir Claude, who had no connection with thé 
bank, and’ who had been in the black books of his old 
uncie, the head of the firm, was involved before his 


death in all sorts of unsavory troubles, and more or - 


less declassé, and his widow and daughters may ‘be 
said to have followed in his footsteps. For Selina, Lady 
Scott, will be remembered as having been sentenced in 
1897 to a year’s imprisonment in Holloway jail for 
libelous statements concerning her son-in-law, the Earl 
Russell, while she alse was bankrupt and continually in 
legal difficulties. 

Of her two daughters, the eldest came into disagree- 
able prominence through her extraordinary suit for the 
annulment of her marriage with Arthur Sebright, while 
the younger, Mabel, now dead, came into the limelight 
first of all through her fights with her husband, the 
Earl Russell, then through her ridiculous matrimonial 
alliance with the bogus prince of Modena, soi-disant 
gon of Emperor Francis Joseph, and who turned out 
to be a mere groom, and tastly through her appearance 
as a vaudeville and music hall actress, When Sir Claude 
died his younger brother Edward succeeded to the 
paronetcy, and when he in turn was gathered to his 
father’s, after a marriage flie happiness of which re- 
mained unclouded to the end, his widow gave her hand 
to his friend and partner, Lord Farquhar.

The Farquhars are descended from Sir Robert Farqu- 
har of Gilminscroft, who was deputy receiver of Soot- 
land in the reign of Charles I. His great-great-grand- 
son, Walter, was physician to the prince regent, and 
was by him created a baronet in 1796. Sir Walter's 
second son, Robert, was first governor and commander- 
in-chief of the Mauritius after its conquest in 1811, and 
exercising a species of suzerainty in the name ef. the 
crown ovér Madagascar, placed the Radama dynasty 
on the throne of that island; a dynasty. of which the 
now exiled queen’of Madagascar, captive in Algeria, is 
the last representative.’ 

He in turn was made a baronet for his services-“in 
1826, and four of his sons. held the baronetcy in turn,

children die from maladies contracted in these schools. Two hundred 


and fifty thousand come out of the schools broken in health. Besides 


this there are 480,000 children running in the streets without any 
instruction whatever and given up to habits which tend to mental 
and moral deterioration. Thirty thousand blind children, 87,000 deaf 
mutes, 67,000 children afflicted with mental disorders, and 45,000 
delinquents are absolutely without provision of any kind for their 
care or maintenance.” Add to this that the instructors are il] paid, 
so that they often have to eke out an existence by outside work, and 
the further fact that there are in Spain 10,000,000 illiterates, and 
that 60,000 conscripts going to the army every year are unable to 
read or write, and we have a picture of what clericalism has done 
for the education of the Spanish children. It was the. contemplation 
of this terrible condition which fixed the purpose of Ferrer to found 
the modern school. 

Another powerful condition making for Frrer’s destruction was 
the fact that only three years before he had stood in the shadow vt 
death. 

In 1906 Prof. Ferrer was arrested on the charge of complicity. in 
the attempt to kill King Alfonso on his wedding day. For thirteen 
months he was kept in prison. During all that time the government 
was hunting for incriminating evidence, and when it failed and 
intended to send him before a court martial a scene of popular com-

ness merely for the sake of dollars. Like so many other men in tike 
circumstances, he had no idea of even allowing the son to follow his 
own line of o¢cupation.

As to Prof. Ferrer’s last trial and condemnation and death, we 


know as yet littl. The censorship of the press has succeeded in 
keeping the world ignorant of many facts. How drastic this cen- 
sorship has been is seen by the fact that the Spanish press itself has 
issued a public protest against the government's arbitrary conduct, 
And, if the press itself with its vast powers felt it necessary to send 
forth the public protest against “the injustice and arbitrary conduct 
of the government, what hope could Ferrer have of a fair trial? 

This protest by the papers, including the really great papers ‘both 
from Madrid and the country, excepting the ministerialist and cler- 


ical organs, was published at the height of the reign of terror, when 


5,000 men, women, and children were languishing huddled together in 
filth and darkness of the gloomy Barcelona prisons. This manifesto 
begins as follows: “The press would lose all dignity if it submitted 
tamely any longer to the degrading position in which it has been 
placed by the government. Since the 26th of July the government 
has confiscated the truth. To add humiliation to injustice, ite orders, 
capricious and baseless, are ‘given in‘such a manner es to possess 
neither character nor authenticity of being official. . «. . No-such 
thing has ever happened in @ civilized country before, _ The extreme 


Yet, after all such a vote would have decided nothing. It would 
have left nothing, even by inference, to guide the father who is feel- 
ing his responsibilities for starting his.son in the world’s work, That 
father is facing some fixed, unchanging conditions.

99 One of the most pungent 
indictments of Janion is that of Lady Killone when she calls him the Judge Lynch 
of journalism—creating prejudice against men, and measures when.they havé no 
chance for ‘@éfétise. He 1§ not particularly skillful. in extricating hiniself trom dit- 
ficulties, but it should be remembered that he isa British journalist, not an American. 

This Lady Killone, by the way, ic as interesting a young woman as there Ils to 
he encountered in this season’s plays. Her passion for the higher politics is scarcely 
to be understood on this side the Atlantic, but it-is quite prevalent on the other. 
She has most of the epigrammatic responsibilities of “The Barth.” and it is to be 
said that Miss Dorothy Dorr scintillates with Mr. Fagan'’s wit, just as if it were her 
own; that is to say, that when she says a bright thing it does not sound unnatural, 
as is usually the case when authors give “leading women” smart things to say. 
“Better many millstones than a woman with a past,” she remarks when Trevenna 
suggests elopement—"“ bolting,” as they call it in England. “ A woman with a motor 
car and a nasty mind are sure to see things,” says Janion apropos of a bit of gossip, 
end Lady “illone asks him if he has noticed how much difference motor care are 
making te the ten commandments.

“Wiere is the basic idea of the greatest of his 
gonatas. It is net exactly bubbling with 
fun, to be sure. But observe further that 
“MacDowell never made use of his idea with 
he methods of the translator. He ascribed 
mo set phrase of a few notes to any concrete 
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suggestion—he made no labels for either 
image or emotion, as-the spineless imitators 
of Wagner have done with profit to their 
purses and damnation to their artistic souls. 
The idea possessed him, and under its in- 
spiration his mood expanded Into the pro- 
portions of an obsession. ‘That he wrote in 
tone is a detail; the important point is in the 
recreation ef the mood: This MacDowell 
accomplished through the medium of an art 
peculiar to himself. 

For MacDowell was not of the conventfona! 
type, despite his severe training in the cult 
of German traditionalism. Nor is he to be 
confounded with these “* come outers " known 
by name as Debussy, Ravel, Strauss, and 
their foMowers. He evolved a technique not 
new though novel, not startling though 
amazing in resource, and withal it is a tech- 
nique powerful in suggestion. 

And in thie the “ Keltic”' sonaga ie this 
technique most impressively set forth. 
Through his medium the composer commands 
a wealth of color. Yet it is colof neither 
of the sign painter, Strauss, nor of the im- 
pressionist, Debussy... Were we to analyze 
the score we might find traits common to 
both. But MacDowell has utilized the com- 
plexities of modern harmony to suggest not 
fitful effects; rather has he gathered up the 
diverse elements into a logic whose contin- 
ulty fs a masterpiece of suggestion. In other 
words, he concerns himself less with the 
exploitation of episodes than with the recrea- 
tion of the dominant mood. 

It fs of little value to recount the mechan- 
foal details by which he has wrought. It 
is of little value, moreover, to concern our- 
scives with the form and the conventional 
molds he dedicated to the process. The whole 
work is a compact expression of great power. 
Toward this consummation, his other works 
are painting fingers that prophesy the ac- 
complishment recorded in the,scores of 
** Keitic,’’ the “ Norse,” the ‘“* Broica,” and 
the * Tragica " sonatas. é

‘There is no question of MacDowell, the 
lyricist, the composer of tender melodies 
and haunting harmonies. All those short 
flights has he made. Certain of his Jesser 
Piano pieces have been accepted even by 
the most patronizing of our important mas- 
ters‘of music. They are in their own way 
as perfect miniaturés as any of which the 
literature can boast. In their smaller frames 
they present the proofs of as finished an art 
as one finds in the larger canvases 

No need is there to recall the “ New Eng- 
land Idyls"’ or the “Sea Pieces,’’ written 
for piano; neither is it necessary to mention 
the “Indian ’”’ suite for orchestra, nor the 
songs. MacDowell is no-experiment. But 
in the sonatas is the complete evidence of 
his mastery. Not simply is it a question of 
the mere formal structure, of the succession 
of themes In orderly, pedantic fashicn: there 
is a higher law than that of the square and 
the plumb line. It is the iaw of ‘ * poetic 
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. fulfillment,” of ideal fitness and suggestion. 


And in these sonatas is the embodiment of 
that law in spirit if not in the exasperating 
letter. 

MacDowell did great things—not for any 
problematical ‘‘ American music,"’ for that 
is the battle cry of nationalism, not of artis- 
tie faith. His four sonatas are epoch mark- 
ers. We agree decidedly with Mr: Gilman's 
opinion: “If there is anything in the liter- 
ature of the piano since the death of Beeth- 
oven, which for combined passion, dignity, 
breadth of style, weight of momentum, and 
irresistible plangency of emotion is com- 
parable to the four sonatas, . . .- Ido not 
knop it.’

The influence of the Mendelssohn choir of 
Toronto is no uncertain quantity in this 
city since last senson.

In other words, St. Stanislaus has furnished 
for its people a most complete and modern 
social center—one which well compares with 
Hull house or any other sociological endeavor 
to meet the call of the people in such con- 
gested “districts. In St. Stanislaus’ hell 
there is a gymnasium, dance hall, theater, 
buffet, a ladies’ parlor, a men’s parlor, and 
officers’ rooms for al] of the fraternal, dra- 
Matic, literary, and social organizations in 
the community. 

Under. the supervision of this parish the 
Polish Evening News, with a circulation of 
15,000. is published. and St. Stanislaus’ col- 
lege was founded; this parish also has under 
its care an orphan and. old people's home, and 
conducts a complete printing plant. 

The rector of this parish and his assistants 
belong to the order of the Resurrectionist Fa- 
thers, all of whom come from Rome.

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GOLF FIRES ONLY BANKED 


President Thompson of W. G, A. 
Replies to Travis’ Statements. 


CRITICISES THE U, &8. G. A. 


Denial Made That Westerners Contem- 
plate Rebellion and Secession. 


BY j. G. DAVIS. 

That the fires of the Western Golf asso- 
clation are banked, in place of being out, 
as many of the eastern golfers profess to be- 
Heve, was made clear yesterday by a state- 
ment issued by President Charles F. Thomp- 
son of the W. G. A. 
The western leader, in replying to a recent 
article by Walter J. Travis, takes igsue with 
the statement that the policy of the W. G. A. 
in assalling the U. 8. G. A. and in adopting 
rules of ite own, is not approved by any 
single representative western golfer. The 
contention of many western and some east- 
ern golfers has been that the U..8. G. A. in 
refusing votes to about five-seixths of its mem- 
bership cannot rightfully claim a national 
character. Mr. Thompson strengthens this 
contention by referring to a recent article 
written by Silas H. Strawn, in which the 
vice president of the U. 8. G. A. admitted that 
the membership of the national body was 
composed of clubs, four-fifths of which 
were east of the Alleghany mountains. 


U. 8S. G. A. Mot Wational Body. 
“ Opvicusiy,”” writes Mr. Thompson, “ the 
U. 8. G. A. castmot claim a national char- 
acter from its membership, inasmuch as the 
territory from which comes four-fifths of its 
membership is geographically a little ribbon 
of land running along a portion of the At- 
lantic coast of the United States.” 
The statements of Mr. Travis are classed 
as unfair and misieading, and in concluding 
Mr. Thompson says: 
“The talk of rebellion and secession is 
based on the wrong hypothesis. An Inde- 
pendent and sovereign body cannot secede, 
as it owes allegiance only to its own con- 
stituents. The Western Golf association is 
@ sovereign body, and as such it hase the right 
to manage its own affairs without being sub- 
ject to the charge of treason, rebellion, and 
seceasion. If the clubs composing the W. G. 
A. deem it for the best interests of the game 
to change {ts name and expand its territory 
they will do so. If they do not favor this 
policy the association will remain as at pres- 
ent constituted.”

Perhaps the hardiest people on the face of 
the earth today are the Russian peasanta 
They eat nothing but milk, black bread, and 
leeks and toil from eighteen to twenty hours 
a day on their barren, unproductive farms, 
Their strength is enormous; with a single 
blow of the fist one of them can fell an ox.

Today in some of the 
restaurants of New York you can order & 
kangaroo steak from the far land of Austra- 
lia. Yet these steaks are dry, insipid, cold 
and a long ocean voyage cannot 
improve them; but then they are a novelty in 
New York, and, of course, that accounts for 
their demand.

ing glass, and are known to have produced 
that article in great profusion and perfection. 
Rossellini tells of a piece of stained giass 
known to be 4,000 yéars old, which displayed 
artistic taste of high order, both in tint and 
design, In this specimen the color is struck 
through the vitrified structure. and he men- 
tions other designs struck entirely in pieces 
from one-half to three-quarters of an inch 
thick, the color being perfectly incorporated 
with the structure of the piece and exactly 
the same on both sides. 
The priests of Ptah at Memphis were adepts 
in the glaseworker’s art. and not only did’ 
they have manufactories for the common 


crystal varieties, but they had learned the

Lock Marvel of Minuteness. 


Along this same line of almost incredible 
minuteness ig the story of one Mark Scaliot, 
a blacksmith, who in 1578, in the twentieth 
year of Queen Elizabeth's reign, made a jock 
consisting of eighteen pieces of stee?, iron, 
and brass, with a hollow key to it, that alto- 
gether weighed but one grain of gold. He 
also made a gold chain, composed of forty- 
three links, which he fastened to the lock 
and key. In the presence of the queen he 
put the chain about the neck of a flea, which 


drew it with ease, after which he put the 


lock and key, flea and chain, into a pair of 
scales, and they together weighed but one 
grain and a half. This story is vouched for 
by an old writer, and must be true, for no 
old writer ever has been known to exag- 
gerate. 

Many instances of mechanical ingenuity 
really remarkable to us in these days, when 
we are supposed to have advanced in learn- 
ing, are related by various ancient authors. 
The silver sphere, “a most noble and in- 
genious performance,” which was presented 
to Sultan Solyman the Magnificent by his 
imperial majesty Ferdinand, is mentioned by 
Paulus Jovius as showing and keeping time 
with the motions of the celestial bodies in 
various configurations. It was carried to 


«Constantinople by twelve men, and there put . 


together by the artist that made it. 

Myrmecides, an ancient carver, was 80 pro- 
ficient in microscopic mechanism that he 
made an ivory ship, with all itedecks, masts, 
yards, rigging, and sails, in 80 small a com- 
pass that it might have been hidden under 
the wing of a fly. He also made a chariot 
wtih four wheejs, and as many harnessed 
horses, -which took up scarcely more room 
‘than the ship.

These 
roads were laid out carefully and excavated 
to solid ground. . 

This was costly work, to be sure—the Ap- 
pian way, about 170 miles in length, nearly 
exhausted the Roman treasury—but it was 
enduring as nature’s own work. In Peru and 
Central America the Spaniards found re- 
mains of roads 1/500 to 2,000 miles long, 
which, examination shows, were built of 
heavy flags of freestone, and, in some parts 
at least, covered with a bituminous cement 
which time had. made harder than the stone 
itself. The roads of modern timés lack most 
of the elements of durability which these 
ancient made ones possessed, and, conse- 
guent'ty, wear out'in a short time.

He names a price 
which he knows is more than 10 per cent 
above our discounted figure.~ If he goes be- 
yénd 10 per cent-we refuse to take his bus!- 
ness, but there are plenty of houses that 
don’t care if he goes to ~ roof.

“In making out the bill we make it for the 
figure that the cheuffeur mentions. When 
the check is received in payment we credit 
the owner with the full amount receiv da 
turn a 10 per cent discount over to the chauf- 
feur. ~A few chauffeurs are honest enough to 
turn this over to their employer—just a few. 
Theerest: look upon it as legitimate graft.” - 

To convince the chauffeur that 10 per cent 
is as much legitimate graft as he is entitled 
to from his employer is one-of the troubles 
of the supply salesman. Many chauffeurs 
lock upon 25 per cent as about right, and woe 
betide the agent who manages to get nis 
goods placed in t garage directly through 
the owner without arranging matters with 
the chauffeur. His tires will wear outina 
hurry, his oll will smoke and fail. 

The chauffeur is\absolute master of the 
destinies of the appurtenances on the car 
under his charge, and unless the owner ig 
knowing in automobiles, which he seldom is, 
both he and the supply man are at the chauf- 
feur’s mercy. He can do about as he pleases. 
He does.

Basket Not Recognized Measure. 


It may be explained right here that there 
ig no such recognized thing as a bushel or 
half-bushel or peck “ basket,’’ over at the 
city hall City Sealer Kjellander will no 
longer seal a basket as holding an official 
portion of a bushel. But in his experience of 
South Water street a good many houses have 
no compunction in filling an order for a bushel 
of peaches or pears, delivering them in the 


original package basket—and four to seven 


quarts short of a bushel. 


Last winter the city sealer went down to | 


Springfield to secure an enabling act, back- 
ing up the Chicago city council in a proposed 
ordinance which forever might do away with 
the dry measures in cart of the peddier and 
in the store of the grocer. 

But the legislature put the Dill to sleep and 
it is slumbering yet. That body didn’t feel 
ready to allow any one in Illinois cities the 
right to receive fifteen pounds of potatoes 
fer a peck if—using a megasure—a dealer in 
the commodity might put over eleven or 
twelve pounds of them in a wooden measure 
resembling a standard peck. 

This peck measure that was may haye had 
the bottom removed, tHe sides planed down 
and the bottom replaced an inch or two 
nearer the rim; or the dealer may have 
broken off a section of the rim by apparent 
accident afid the purchaser, standing by 
‘and remarking the fact, may consider it too 
slight to call for an objection. He overlooks 
the fact that even with a full standard peck 
measure his dealer may give him a ruinously 
short measure by not piling the tubers to the 
required cone in the center, necessary to 
make it afull peck. His dealer may not know 
that this cone is at all required for honest 
measure. ;

Bill Given Sleeping Potion. 


ye was Kjellander’s object at Springfield 
‘last winter to get a bill through, not only 

fixing the standard weights of dry commodi- 
ties, but to force the dealer to sell by Weight. 
But the bill waz put to sleep. As the next 
best move the city sealer is preparing to ask 
the Chicago council to pass such an ordi- 
nance, anyhow, to be in force on and after 
Jan. 1, 1910. This is the main section of 
the proposed ordinance: 

“That on and after Jan. 1, 1910, alk fresh 
or green fruits, vegetables, and non-liquid 
vegetable products, berries, nuts, meats, or 
nen-liquid animal products, butter, cheese, 
or other similar dairy products, sold onoffered 
for sale within the city of Chicago for de- 
livery within the city, In the absence of g 
contract or agreement in writing to the con- 
trary, shall be sold by standard avoirdupoils 
weight, or by numerical count.” 

This clause, *‘ in. the absence of a contract 
or agreement in writing to the contrary,” ig 
designed in the proposed city ordinance to 
get over or get through that old “ right-of- 
contract’’ hurdle which so long has been 
used before the courts as a bulwark when 
one side or the other to a cause seemed to 
find it a last resort. That ‘ contract” by 
implication, seeming to enter into the pur- 
‘ghases of a “bushel” basket of peaches, 
apples, pears, or potatoes, appears to arise 
when the purchaser, stopping before a basket 
which resembles a bushel) quantity, asks 
“How much jis that?” pays the price and 

: goes, merely thinking it tobe a bushel. But in 
the city sealer’s purchases in South Water 
street the question was “How much a 
bushel?’ and the sale called for a bill for 
the fruit.

' Bills of Sale Ambiguous. 

With all of this. however, these bills of sale 
ae rendered make hard reading, perhaps 
doubly hard in the case of court action. One 
lot is marked “1....B Peaches 
other is “‘1.... Peaches.,.... 
another hardly is decipherable by a writing 
expert. Most of them are marked “1 bu,” 
which doubtless will be acepted as short for 
* bushel.” 

It is beyond the limits of speculation and 
gvess, just how many thousands of dollars 
Chicago citizens pay out every year for that 
which they don’t get from weights and meas- 
ures, in spite of the fact that City Sealer 
Kjellander and ten asistant inspectors are at 
work. : 

“TY have been fighting for that one of two 
elements that are essential in governing 
price,” insists the city sealer. ‘ These indis- 
pensable elements are *quality and quan- 
tity known to the purchaser before he,can 
measure the price .he is willing to pay. An- 
other bbranch of government looks after the 
quality of commodities—my duty is to measc- 
ure the quantity. 

“In the courts where we have gone with 
cases, cry after cry has been made: *‘ You'll 
ruin our business.’ But business hasn't been 
ruined. When the short measure milk bottle 

‘ease went up to the Supreme court and we 
were sustained, the business of the big com- 
panies which forced it there wasn't hurt. 
‘It ig better that prices be raised on a full 
quart, a full pound, or a ful! ton, than that 
ple should be forced to pay money for 
‘ab unknown weight or measure, |

Poveity Bears the Burden. 


“There may be two dealers in a neighbor-_ 


hood weighing and measuring honestly, while 
a third is resorting to short quantities. How 
ean prices be gauged under such circum- 
stances? Perhaps a second dishonest dealer 
-eomes in and, having more nerve and lese 
fear of consequen:*s, cuts under the short 
weights and measu 9 of the other crooked 
‘man; how can even the other dishonest dealer 


gardless of any mark of quantity contained 
within it. 

That worst of all phases of the short meas- 
ure is that its effect is faHing heaviest upon 
the poor that are least able to bear the bur- 
den. In the better neighborhoods, for ex- 
ample, butter and lard are sold in original 
packages bearing a stamped net weight. In 
the small grocery where these commodities 
are ladled out froni-tubs, the custom was to 
place the wooden container upon the scale 
and lagle into it until butter and ‘wood 
marked the quantity. 

When dry, one of these Ughtest wooden 
trays weighs half an ounce that is_ not 
butter and which can’t be eaten. But with a 
strip of metal at each end of the tray, 
“gtrengthening it.” and the whole taken 
from a tub of water, two ounces or more 
was nearer the average weight of the dish. 
But since the city sealer went after the sys- 
tem, a big manufacturer of these wooden 
trays has been sending circulars to Chicago 
patrons notifying them in big type posters 
that the wooden dish must be placed on the 
other side of the scales while the butter or 
lard is ladled upon the olled paper, making 
it net weight. *

Coal Basket Not Sanctioned. 

With winter approaching, the citizen 
should understand especially that no basket 
of any pattern, seeming to hold a bushel of 
coal, has any sanction of the city sealer as a 
measure. It has been hard enough for the 
resident of the poorer sections of the city to 
buy a ton weight of soft coal, but it has been 
much harder for him that while this same 
soft coal in other parts of the city sells for 
$2.50'to $3 a ton, it rangés from $5.50 to $7 a 


ton In sections of the city where coal at any ~ 


price is regarded as a winter hardship. 

In the matter of buying soft coal by the 
bushel. the city sealer fears the statutes are 
not adequate for prosecutions based on 
wights. The only coal named as having a 
bushel equivalent by weight is “ stone coal.” 
Dictionaries and encyclopedias eo far inves- 
tigated define stone coal as meaning anthra- 
cite, which must weigh eighty pounds to the 
bushel. In the poorer quarters, *however, 
the universal fuel is bituminous coal, which 
in the “ bushel” Daskets is found to range 
between fifty-four and seventy pounds each. 

Some time ago the sealer called to his office 
a bunch of confectioners’ supply men who 
had been turning out ice cream boxes of 
“brick” shape, guaranteed to hold a full 
quart and stamped “ Approved by the city 
sealer.”” Incidentally the sealer isn’t em- 
powered to stamp anything but the usual 
standard measures. Under fire these men 
called attention to the fact that they did not 
name the place where the sealer “ sealed ” 
them. Pushed further, they said the ap- 
proval had been obtained from the bureau of 
standards at Washington. Again, inquiry 
here developed that the bureau had done 
nothing of the kind.

Fines in Diminishing Numbers. 


But the campaign of City Sealer Kjellander 
indicates its effects in the seemingly negative 
manner in which such offices often prove their 
efficiency. In 1907 there were 414 arrests 
and prosecutions for violations of the weights 
and measures ordinances of the cfty and $9,- 
427 in fines was collected. In 1908 only 8389 
offenders had to be arrested and prosecuted,’ 
with fines of $7,885. For 1908 the indications 
are that about $6,000 will be collected from 
fines. 

Yet in these years the number of inspectors. 
has been increased and an increasing num- 
ber of establishments visited. At the present 
time the sealer’s assistants number fifteen, 
nine of whom are kept busy sealing weights 
to the number of 115,000 a year. Six men are 
on the “short weight” squad, and it may 
lend a little assurance to the householder 
to recall the ordinances governing the sale 
and delivery of coal. 

In the first place the driver of the wagon 
must bring with each load an individual 
ticket, showing the net weight of the fue! 
in the wagon/7If-he shall doubt the quantity, 
the driver, on the purchaser’s request, must 
turn back with him to the scales for a re- 
weighing in the purchaser's presence. At 
the same time any of these drivers is sub- 
ject to a stop commanded by a short weight 
inspector and put through the same process,

Dishonesty Always with Ua. 

But with everything that statutes and or- 
dinances might impose, dishonest dealers 
may be expected to try, to take advantage 
of the customer who is heedless or not awake 
to his rights..

New Experiment in Irrigation. 


NE of the newest of agricultural ex- 
periments in the arid west contem- 
plates pumping water from the under- 
ground natural reservoirs to the sur- 
face canals that shall distribute it. 
In a recent experiment in New Mexico e 
small pumping plant, with the expenditure 
of $3.50 for gasoline, raised an acre-foot of 
water from a well ninety-six feet deep. 

This “acre-foot’’ of water is a quantity 
capable of covering one acre of ground one 
foot deep with water, which, with the ability 
to distribute that water just when it most 
is needed to the growing crops, virtually in- 
sures the highest productiveness of certain 
crops in the sémi-arid west. 

But considering some of the points mede 
by the United States geological gurvey, it 
is not so much the ability to raise water 
cheaply and plentifully from these veinouse 
reservoirs beneath the surface as it.is to 
be eure whether, in view of the drain upon 
the supply, that supply will centinue suffi- 
clently ta justify expenditures for large 
pumping plants and elaborate systems of 
‘rrigating ditches. 

The Portales vaNey In New Mexico liee in 
the eastern cefitral portion of the territory. 
It ie in the semi-arid belt where some suc- 
cess already has been attained through dry 
farming methods. The valley is about fifty 
miles long and ten miles wide, a total of 500 
square miles, All through the valley lies 
the dry bed of a former stream which evy!}- 
dently cut the valley depression, though mo 
water ever follows the channel. 

This great dry basin lies several hundred 
feet below the surrounding high plains. At 
intervals of severa) miles are salt bagins 
and on the east bank of each of these is a 
natural dam of stiff, impervious clay capa- 
ble of obstructing surface rainfall of the 


heaviest character known in many years. ° 


Because of these obstructing dams some 
of the old, dry, arroyas that once led water 
from the plains into the valley now are di- 
verting rainfall to the Pecos river. The 
surface soll is pordus, while underneath ane 
impervious clays which at the lowest points 


tm the yalley aise the underground water 
almost to the surface. .

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ley should be based in measured knowledge 
of the annual supply contributed from rain- 
fall, None of this comes from the moun- 
tains or from the high areas west of the 
Pecos: river. To use just enough of this 
water for irrigation promises thousands of 
dollare—hundreds of thousands—annually. 
To use too much of it may .mean returng for 
several years, then a depletion of the reser- 
voirs until it may be no longer profitable to 
raise that which is left, probably for years.

Auratum Favorite of Japan. 

Lillum Auratum is probably more geperally 
planted than any other variety. The flowers 
are pure white; thickly studded with brown 
spots, while-a glowing golden band is drawn 
through the center of each petal. This is the 
most gorgeous of all the Japanese varieties 
and it is called by them the “Golden Banded 
Lily of Japan.” Often a cluster of these bulbs 
Will send up ten or twelve stalks heavy with 
flowers. The Auratum blossoms in August 
and for two weeks or more it is easily queen 
of the garden. Other splendid. Japanese 
yarieties are the Rubrum—white, shadded 
and spotted with crimson; Album, pure white, 
and Melpomine, white, spotted and bordered 
with carmine. 

Lilium Henrtyi, a Chinese species, ranks 
high among lilies for general garden culture. 
It is a wonderfu} bloomer and Its bell sheped 
flowers are a rich golden canny _ ¥va- 
riety is exceedingly decorative in character 
and mae be recommended for hardiness and 
freedom from disease. 

The Phillippene lily (Lilium Phillipenge) is 
a midsummer bloomer. The flowers are long 
and trumpet shaped, of a pure chaste white, 
and thelr perfume is unusually rare. This 
lily is effectively used against a background 
of shrubbery. ; 

Lilium Tigrintum, that old favorite of our 
grandmothers timé, is invaluable in the gar- 
dens of today, for it will succeed in almost 
any condition of soil or location, and ix with- 
out doubt, the longest lived among all lilies.

Perhaps the frock which has the most style 
is the one plaited all over. Almost any of 
the materials mentioned above. would make 
up well.

Waist Plain‘ Under the Arms. 

The waist is plain directly under the arms, 
but nowhere elee. The outeide box plgit on 
the shoulder comes well down on the arm, 
and the sleeves are made from a pattern 
of a plain one piece sieeve, the material 
being laid in tucks to match the balance of 
the waist, and set into the waist under the 
outside tuck. 

The little skirt is plaited to match the tucks 
on the waist, and finished around the bottom 
with a deep hem. The joining at the waist 
is covered with a pleee of softest black satin 
ribbon, and in the middle back there are 
two tiny rosettes. Around the neck and the 
edges of the half long sleeves are bands of 
the material, embroidered in a simple de- 
sign in shades of tan, brown, and green. 

Any of thes¢ little frocks can be made of 
about three and one-half yards of material, 
one yard wide, or two and one-half of double 
width goods.

Skirt Gored Oply Slightly. 

One dainty gown shown is made in crépe 
in a delicate shade of rose pink.

The 
lower edge is finished with a deep hem, put 
in by hand, and above this are several de- 
cidedly narrow tucks. To go back for a mo- 
ment, this foundetion lintng should reach 
from a little below the natura! waist line to 
about one inch below the armhole. 

The tunic or overskirt is cut of plain 
breadths, the top part being gathered at in- 
tervals, over three cords.

He refuses, however, to accept the view that 
it is tmpossible to convert Jews in large numbers, and 
points to the fact that there are now 48 missionary 
societies in the United States, with some 150 workers, 
47 schools, and 2,600 pupila He declares that, despite 
assertions to the contrary. the movement is making 
fair headway, and that the time is ripe fer. pushing 
the work with renewed vigor and enthusiasm. 

“For years my work among the Jews has inspired 
indifference and contempt,” said Mr. Lewek. “We had 
the hardest time to interest anyone in the work. There 
was no opposition te missionary work; in fact, it 
seemed the Jews did not take it seriously enough to 
oppose it. Now we see victory in sight. We are forc- 
ing the tribute of open hostility from the Jewish lead- 
ers. That ts a distinct achievement. The Jewish min- 
isters are intereste3 and deign to denounce the meove- 
ment, and that helps some. Our optimism is based 
largely upon the hope that the movement will con- 
tinue to arouse public discussion, for then light* wil) 
be thrown upon the eternal truths we advocate and the 
gospel will make its own way to the heart of Judaism.”

| Task Hardest in the W orld. 
, The inspiration for the new mission came from 
the realisation by Christian ministers that amorg’ the 
200,000 Jews in Chicago there are less than twenty 
mission workers; that Chicago was not doing her share 
in the concerted effort made all over the world te 
break down the “stone wall of Judaism,” and that the

west offered just as fertile a field for mission work as 
aid the cast. 

The attefition of Principal Levi T. Regan was 
called to the statement of Rev. Louis Meyer of the 
Presbyterian chutch of New York City, ah ardent sup- 
porter of Hebrew missions, to the effect that during the 
past 160 Years less than 10,000 Jews have entered 
evangelical Christian churches im America out of a 
total Jewish population of 2,000,000. 

“I do not uridervalue the significance of that fact,” 
said Mr. Regan serenely. “Actual conversion of Jews 
to Christianity is perhaps the hardest ahd most thank- 
less task in the world. But all these éenturies, through 
Sitter persecution, the Jews have olung to their faith, 
praying for the coming of the Messiah, blind to the 
fact that hé@ has already been here on earth and that 
gaivation is open to anyone who is willing to accept 
his gospel. We want to rouse the Jews to this fact; 
Christ is the Messiah prophesied in -the bible; ana to 
accept him does not make the Jew a non-Jew, only @ 
better Jew, with broader views and @ more complete 
religion.” 

Yet at the first meeting of the new mission, before 
the Rev. Lewek could get in many words, a Russian 
dew exclaimed: “You ask us to believe in Christ, 
when you have persecuted and scourged us in his name 
during the past 1900 years!” 


. Varied were the opinions 6f Chicago clergymen on 


the subject of Hebrew miissions and the campaign to 
convert the Jew to Christianity. Rabbi Emil G. Hirach 
of the Sinal congregation expressed open contempt for 
the movement. ‘ ;

Christianity Welcome to lis Converts. 


“I am sorry for those Christian Workers,” said 


Dr. Hirach in his characterlstie blunt way; “they are 
honest and sincere and thoreggh gentlemen, but hope- 
less, blind fanatics. For 1,500 years they have tried to 
convert Jews, and, Lord knows, they have made no 
impression on the gteat body of Jews. In spite of 
persecution, in spite of the efforts of determined and 
big souled missionaries, there is a larger Jewish pop- 
ulation in the world new than ever before. 

“And, mind you, the movement hardly interests 
me. Théy are wélcome to any Jews they can convert. 
He is a mighty poor Jew who will turn Christian. He 
is no less to Judaism and mighty little gain to Chris. 
tianity. The men who are attracted to these missions 
are not of the type whose souls are craving for re- 
ligion. 

“Ite an old, old subject, this attempt to have ihe 
Jew accept Christ as the Messiah. I have sald before 
that the Jew {s willing to acknowledge the charm, 
beauty, the whole-souled perfection of the great proph- 
et of Nazareth. Jesus belongs to the Jews. 

“But all;of us are agreed in’ this: that what he

Louis Brennan, born in Castlebar, Count 
Mayo, also is the inventor of the well inolwe 
Brennan torpedo, the rights and secrets of 
which were purchased by the British govern- 
ment. This ie a self-eteering missile which 
showed great improvemients over the White- 
head messenger of destruction. He has in- 
vented many other death dealing apparatus, 
all of which have found a ready market. 
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Idea Originates with Toy. 


Mr. Brennan happened to cénter his atten- 
tion on a peg top one day in Australia. He 
noticed the difficulty with which the top 
stopped while spinning and also observed 
how hard it was to force the top to lose its 
equilibrium. 

“If that centrifugal idea could only be 
applied to traction it would revolutionize 
the whole method of railroading,” he said. 
Forth with he set to work to develop the idea. 
. He realized that barely 12 per cent of the 
enérgy generated in a locomotive is used in 
drawing the load. The rest is lost in over-

“Automatic stability mechanism of ex- 
treme simplicity carried by the vehicle itself 
endows it with this power. The mechanism 
consists essentially of two fiywheels rotated 
directly by electric motors in opposite direc- 
tions at @ high velocity and mounted so 
that their gyrostatic action and stored up 
energy can be utilized. These fiywheele are 
mounted on high class. bearings and are 
placed in exhausted cases, so that both air 
and journal friction are reduced to a mini- 
mum, and consequently the power required 
to keep them in rapid motion is small. 

“The stored up energy in the flywheels 
when revolving af full speed is so great and 
the friction so small that if the driving cur- 
rent is cut off altogether they will run at suf- 
ficient velocity. to impart. stability to the 
vehicle for several hours, while it wil) take 
from two to three days before they come to 
rest. The stability mechanism occupies but 
little space and is conveniently placed in the 
cab at one end of the vehicle.

New Type of Railway Auto 
_ Built for E. H. Harriman. 
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LREADY the aes has been ad- ° 


vanced that it is only a matter of time 
when the railroad of whatever char- 
acter must give way to the motor 


vehicle ag the single means of trans-. 


portation. 

This condition menaces, it is asserted, for 
the reason that the iron and coal beds of the 
known. world rapidly are becoming extinct. 
Also that the depletion of the forests is mak- 
ing rail ties almost prohibitive even now. 

This first effect on railroad building prom- 
ises to come from the exhaustion of iron ore 
deposits. Already there are alarming re- 
porte from the great Lake Superior fields as 
to the inroads made into those posedly 
inexhaustible deposits. Their limite now are 
prescribed by surveys until esti of the 
time which they may last at the trate 
of mining ts computed in years. ith the 
coal situation almost as menacing, where 
are the ateel rails to come from? 

No substitute for the wooden tie has been 
found in tracklaying. Growing tie material 
still is experimental... Year after.year the 
cost of grading and track laying hes gone 
up. enormously. Where are wood ties to 
come from? 

The advocate of the motor car as the log- 
ical successor of the steam locomotive and . 
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the freight and passenger car points to = 
fact that by clearing the raliroad ri 
way of old rails and ties and. tovell 
stone ballast these motor vehicles wi 
an available and undisputed’ high 
which the highest efficiency availab 
car may be developed. 

This philosophy lends especial interest to 
a Harriman experiment made just before 
his death, in which he built a motor passen- 
ger car for running over rails from a point 
on the Erie road to the Harriman private 
residence. 

While the car was to run to the Harriman 
residence only, it was known to be an equip- 
ment demonstrating whether in branch lines 
ofthe Harriman roads a gasoline car 
ing twelve or fifteen passengers might not 
be operated more economically than locomo- 
tievs trailing passenger coaches. That the 
car was designed for rails is incidental. With 
other running gear, it would operate on 
smooth macadam. The Harriman question 
seemed to be, Can the gasoline car.do the 
work of the locomotive? 

The accompanying illustration gives the 
lines and mechanism of this Harri idea. 
Whether. the motor on a railless roadbed 
shal} prove fit when steel and ties are too 
costly for locomotive trains yet must be 
proved.
